Success in agriculture is yearly be- 
more dependent 


| and the care taken of it and use 
| made of it, says G. M. Walker in 
| California Cultivator. 

| The average farmer is too often 
at a big disadvantage because of a 
lack of good equipment for carry- 
ing on his farm work. He knows 
that no matter how rich the soil, 
how good the seed, or how favora- 
ble weather conditions may be, he 
can do nothing without power and 
implements. 

The fundamental importance of 
farm machinery is that it enables 
the farmer to produce his crops 
with less expense, and it also makes 
it possible for him to handle a much 
larger acreage. Agricultural author- 
ities have proved that increased 
crop yields depend upon three es 
sentials: Seed, soil, and thorough 
tillage. The tillage, which is doubt- 
less the most important, absolutely 
depends on power and machinery. 

The first and most important es- 
sential in farming with a tractor is 
good business management. It is 
just as necessary in farming as it 
is in any manufacturing or business 
undertaking. 

The first and most important part 
of the power-farming equipment is 
the tractor. The prospective pur- 
chaser should be very careful in 
buying his engine to see that he 
gets one which will be best adapted 
to his own particular conditions. It 
is always well to invest with a re- 
liable manufacturing concern SO 48 
to be sure of getting a good machine. 
Above all things insist upon quality. 
Rather let the price be a second- 
ary consideration. By getting the 
best it will always be found to pay 
in the long run. 

The tractor in the first place 
means a large investment. The far- 
mer should aim to adapt it to as 
many different kinds of work as 
possible in order to make it pay for 
itself. A large number of the trac- 
tors in the field at the present time 
are used principally for plowing and 
harvesting. They should be made 
to perform other kinds of work, such 
as hauling, harrowing, seeding, road 
building, harvesting, running ensil- 
age cutters, saw mills, feed grinders, 
and many other farm jobs. All the 
drudgery of farm work can be per- 
formed by the engine. 

Of course there are many different 
kinds of tractors and many different 
kinds of men. Some men abuse or 
jneglect machinery and could not 
make a success of the finest tractor 
ever built, and some tractors, on 
the other hand, are so cheaply con- 
structed and of such poor material 
that even the best of care cannot 
|save them from an early trip to 
‘the scrap heap. 

In the Eastern and Middle West 
|states many of. the farmers have 
\been willing to “play” at the tractor 
|game, They have followed the policy 
| of “getting their feet wet” gradu- 
lally; so, instead of buying a high 
| grade tractor and relying upon it 
lfor their work, they have kept all 
‘or most of their horses, put a small 
{amount of money into a cheap trac- 
itor and thus have failed to give the 
|tractor-farming proposition a fair 
|trial. Out here in the far West 
‘farmers have had to put more com- 
| plete reliance upon the tractor. Here 
| there are vast acreages to till and 
\jlabor is scarce. Full reliance must 
|be placed upon the tractor for the 
theavy work of plowing, hauling and 
| harvesting# and Western’ farmers 
|know that in order to place reliance 
jupon a machine it must be of the 
|highest grade. 





jof the fact that quality pays. There 
‘is probably no piece of machinery 
that is subjected to severer service | 
{than the tractor, and cheap mate-} 
rials and cheap workmanship do not 
pay under such conditions. But, as 
lalready stated, the success of the 
itractor does not rest alone in the 
(condition of the tractor when it is 
isent from the factory. <A_ tractor 
|must be given a reasonable amount | 
| of care and attention. It must be 
‘lubricated frequently and lubricated | 
| with a good grade of oils and) 
| greases. Certain adjustments are 
‘necessary and all bolts must be kept 
tight to insure continued good serv- 
lice from the machine. Some of the 
|tractor manufacturers, therefore, have 
{gone so far as to follow up their ma- 
chines with an elaborate degree of 
| service. This service consists not 
jonly in supplying expert engineers 
er servicemen to make adjustments 
or repairs which the farmer feels 
that he himself is not qualified to 
make but also in supplying complete 
text books and bulletins of informa- 
jtion by means of which the tractor | 
operator may familiarize himself ful- 
ly with the care and operation of 
the machine. Still further than this, 
a school is held annually at the) 
factory. This school session lasts} 
ia fortnight, during which time the 
student may gain a thorough educa- | 
tion in tractor operation. The train- 
ing given is probably more detailed 
than the average operator would re- 
quire, but the factory gives this 
training free to the owners of its 
tractors on’ the theory that the more} 
a man knows about his tractor the | 
better success and satisfaction he 
will have with it. |

POTASH OR POWDER? 

The expression that “tillage is 
manure” is an old one now, familiar 
to nearly every one. There seems 
to be no doubt of its essential truth. 
But in print we seldom see an an- 
alysis of just what the words mean, 
or what “tillage is manure "really 
implies. 

If manure means anything at all 
in this connection it means plant 
food, such as we get in common sta- 
ble manure or in commercial fertil- 
izers, or that we find in the rich 
virgin soils that have not been run 
down. In other words, it means Ti- 
trogen and phosphorous and potash, 
especially potash just at the present 
time, when the German muriate and 
sulphate that we have been relying 
so much on all these years cost 75 
cents a pound, which is a little dear 
for fertilizers. 

As for tillage, its meaning should 
not be hard to establish clearly. 
Tillage means to work the soil, stir 
it, and mix it and turn it over. There 
is the work of smoothing harrows 
and light weeders. This is tillage 
on the surface. A spring tooth har- 
row goes deeper, and a disc or cut- 
away still deeper. When we plow 
we till the soil, and when we hitch 
behind the plow a subsoiler we still 
are trying to secure the same thing,

tillage. Intensive tillage is merely 
tillage applied tboroughly, and of- 
ten it is tillage that mixes the soil 
somewhat to the extent that mortar 
or concrete is mixed, and that goes 
deep. 

Experience has shown that there 
must be much latent or dead plant 
food, including potash, in nearly all 
soil, for after the soil is stirred up 
and worked well, and the first plants 
made to grow in it, “it gets richer” 
of itself. The solution lies in the 
fact that the tillage makes available 
a lot of this dead plant food and 
therefore that there is a supply of 
potash right in the soil which every 
farmer can get by applying the right 
methods. 

Deep plowing and subsoiling are 
the forms of tillage which are the 
most productive of results in the se- 
curing of fertility. The top soil in 
a way has become burned out or its 
plant food used up, but this is not 
true of the subsoil. The use of heavy 
engines with deep tillage machines 
behind has proved to be very effec- 
tive in raising crop yields. The blast- 
ing of soil is another way to secure 
the required tillage to free the pot- 
ash and other plant food elements, 
and since it does not require expen- 
sive equipment the practice can be 
made use of by nearly every one. 
Blasting seems to do the work more 
thoroughly than machines, too. When 
properly done it grinds the soil up 
like chop feed. 

But whatever the method of secur- 
ing it there is little doubt that 
through intensive tillage many far- 
mers can get a sufficient potash sup- 
ply for their crops from their own 
soil. The phrase should be changed 
during the war. It now should read 
“Milage is potash.”—Ex.

AGRICULTURAL NEWS NOTES OF 
THE PACIFIC COAST 


Butte county’s rice crop is in ex- 
ceptionally fine condition and the 
rice mills at Biggs are being fitted 
for a big run. 


The forest service is making a 
campaign on plants poisonous to 
stock in Shasta, Sierra and Stanis- 
laus national forests. 


The government fixing of wheat 
has stopped all wheat purchases in 
the valley. 

The foothills of the Sierra Ne- 
vada were visited by a heavy rain 
storm last week. 

The Sperry Flour company of 
this state sold over 2,000,000 barrels 
of flour last year. 

Ceres, Stanislaus county, is plan- 
ning for an exhibit at the coming 
fair at Modesto. 

Dairymen at Ripon have formed 4 
cream pooling association, and will 
join the state milk association. 

Terra Bella, Tulare county, is mak- 
ing an irrigation experiment in 
boosting water. Four wells are now 
producing 207 miners inches which 
are given a lift of 110 feet to a res- 
ervoir, thence irrigation is by grav- 
ity. 

Serious fires have occurred 
througout all sections of the North- 
west. In Montana and northern 
Idaho 2000 men are fighting fires un- 
der direction of forest rangers. 

The first carload of cantaloupes 
shipped from the Salt River valley 
of Arizona this season brought $40 
a ton f, o. b. They were sold in 
Gallup, New Mexico. 

A farm bureau has been organized 
in Dona Ana county, New Mexico. 
The Mesilla valley is the largest 
agricultural territory in the county. 
It receives its water from the great 
Elephant Butte dam.

We traveled along lovely until 
we got to Kingman, Arizona, at 
7:30 o’clock Monday morning. It 
was about 130 degrees or 140 de- 
grees, 1 don’t know which, and we 
had to stay there all day until 9 
o’clock that night. About five cars 
of steel rails had jumped the track 
about 30 miles beyond Kingman, 
and we had to wait until wrecking 
car was sent out from Needles and 
cleared up the wreckage. 

We finally arrived at the Fort at 

10 o’clock Wednesday evening, took 
baths and got to bed at about 12 
o'clock. At about 5:45 the bugle 
called us from slumber. At 5:55 
we were assembled, roll called, and 
at 6 o’clock marched over to break- 
fast where 500 engineers all eat in 
e same building. 
There are six engineer companies 
(officers) in training all together, 
some from Vancouver, Washington, 
and others from Chicago, and some 
from the state of New York. 

We went through another physical 
examination and we were given a 
“shot in the arm” for typhoid fever 
and vaccinated on the other arm. 

The “doc” shoots a dose of stuff 
in your right arm for typhoid fever, 
tells you to turn around, scratches 
your other arm, shoots a litle dope 
on the bleeding spot and says “all 
right, next.” It takes about as long 
for him to do this as it does for me 
to explain it. 

The fellows went out “cold” when 


he comes to “right dress,” 

We went on a six-mile hike yes- 
terday morning, about 110 degrees 
in the shade, and when we got back 
a couple more of the fellows “cav- 
ed in.” Gee! I am glad I am from 
the West. The West has it all over 
the others so far. 

We are assigned a lesson at night, 
told to study it and the next day 
the commands as assigned are giv- 
en, and we have -to execute the or- 
ders. 

We have had the school of a _ sol- 
dier, almost all of the school of the 
squad, gun sighting and the sema- 
phone signal code. I have the code| 
down as far as sending the message 
is concerned, but it takes practice | 
in order to be able to receive mes- 
sages. 

Swimming, French, horseback rid- 
ing, together with all the branches) 
of army engineering are part of our 
training course. 

The first five weeks will be taken 
up with instruction in school of the 


soldier squad, company and_ regi- 
ment. The men are assigned to dif- | 
ferent duties each day in order that; 
each officer may become as good an 
instructor as he is a student. 

The last seven weeks we don't 
know what the training is to be. 
Perhaps we won't know until we 
are told what to do. 

It certainly is intensive training, 
but it is great. The physical exer- 
cises we are given don’t miss any

;down to his toes. I feel as if I am 
| getting something all the world can’t 
|} buy and still at the same time I am 
| being paid a salary. 

We have to pay 75 cents a day for 
| our meals and pay our own laundry 
bills, so you see I will be out a lit- 
tle financially but physically, just 
watch me tackle Deverts when 1 get 
back.

The drive up the Rio Grande to 
Albuquerque was very interesting 
and attractive, as it passes through 
a number of quaint old Mexican and 
Indian pueblos and villages, the larg- 
est of these being Isleta, through 
which we drove, going right by the 
church plaza. We_ stopped long 
enough to get some pictures. I 
pointed the kodak at a squaw and 
she jumped, covering her face with 
her hands as if I had pointed a gun 
at her. This village has a popula- 
tion of 2000 people, all of whom are 
native Hopi and Navajo Indians. We 
talked with a young Indian woman 
just outside of the village. She was 
really pretty and talked English very 
well. 

Casa Coronado is a Mexican vil- 
lage, not far from Isleta. All Catho- 
lics, of course. Their houses, school 
houses and churches and _ other 
buildings are all made of adobe 
with adobe ovens in the rear of the 
houses. These reddish clay build- 
ings look very attractive with 
strings of bright red peppers hang- 
ing against them, but to live in one 
cf these dingy, dark, close houses 
would be like being imprisoned. I! 
saw one with a sun parlor. He 
must have visited Southern Califor- 
nia before building.

Comfort Marching Socks 
‘Seamless heel and toe, size 11. 
Use No. 10 steel needles. 
On 3 No. 1¢ needles cast on 64 
stitches; 20 on 2 needles and 24 on 


1. K2; P2 until cuff measures 4 
inches. K plain until work measures 
7% inches. Knit to within 3 


stitches of end of first needle having 
20 stitches; knit 2 together, knit last 
stitch. Slip first stitch on 2nd nee- 
die having 20 stitches; knit 2nd 
stitch, pull slipped stitch over. Knit 
5 plain round and repeat narrowing 
until you heave decreased 5 times, 
knit plain until work measures 11 
inches. 

Heel—Knit and purl alternate rows 
on back 28 stitches until this piece 
measures 3 inches. Now knit 16 
stitches, knit 2 together, turn; slip 
one, purl 4 stitches, purl 2 together, 
turn; slip one, knit 5, knit 2 togeth- 
er, turn; slip one, purl 6, purl 2 to- 
gether, and continue in this’ manner 
until all stitches on both needles 
are used. Now pick up stitches on 
left side of heel piece on knitting 
needle. Knit across instep, pick up 
stitches on right side of heel, knit 
across heel and 3 plain rounds. 

Gusset—Knit to within 3 stitches 
from end of left hand needle on 
heel, knit 2 together; knit 1, knit 
across instep; on right hand needle 
of heel piece knit 1st stitch, slip 
second stitch, knit 38rd stitch and 
pull slipped stitch over knitted 
stitch. Knit 3 plain rounds’ and 
narrow as above, alternating the 
narrowed rows and plain rows until 
there are & narrowed rows. Knit 


plain until work measures 9 in. 
from center back of heel. 

Toe—Knit 6 stitches, knit 2  to- 
gether for one round, six rounds 
plain; knit 5, knit 2 together for 
one round, five rounds plain: De- 


crease in this manner until there are 
18 stitches. 

Intake of Toe—Having 18 stitches 
on 2 needles, put 9 on needle across 
the front and 9 on back needle. 
Break off woo] leaving % yard and 
thread it into a darning needle. Put 
needle in 1st stitch of front -knit- 
ting needle as if to knit, pull wool 
through and take off stitch. Put 
needles into next stitch of front 
needle as if to purl, pull wool thru 
but leave stitch on. Go to back 
needle being very careful to keep 
wool under knitting needle each 
time. Put needle in 1st stitch of 
back knitting needle as if to purl, 
pull wool through and take off 
stitch; put needle in next stitch as 
if to knit. pull wool through but 
leave stitch on. Return to front 
needle and proceed as at first. Con- 
tinue unti! all stitches are off.
